Other visitors from the south 
were Mr. Alex McDougall, of Cham- 
pion, Vice-President Provincial Short- 
hotn Breeders; E. J. C. Boake, Pres- 
ident Acme Sherthorn Club, and J, 
Oharles. Yule, of Carstairs. Among 
the visitors from Edmonton were 
Angus McDonnell, President North- 
ern Alberta Shorthorn Club; Dean 
Howes and Professor Sackville of the 
University; P. .W. Abbott of the Ed- 
monton Exhibition and H. A. Craig, 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture. W. 
W. Sharpe, of Stettler and Mr. Eric 
Jamieson, of Alix, and also Mrs. Jam- 
m, were on hand for the day. 
2 e first place vi was the 
home of Mr. Joe Biglands, about 4 
miles west of Lacombe. Mr. Big- 
. lands has for years been one of the 
most prominent exhibitors of Short- 
horns in Atberta, and has frequently 
won championships and also has, on 
Rumerous occasions, taken the high- 
et priced animal to the cattle sales in 
Calgary. One of the secrets of the 
success of Mr. Biglands as a Short- 
horn breeder was in evidence when 
his imported bull was led out. Mr. 


Dourno, who is a master of Shorthorn’ 


Pedigrees, gave an outline of the 
breeding of this bull. He was con- 
sidered one of the choieest bulls 
brought over by Messrs. Sharpe and 
Yule, and in Mr. Biglands’ hands 
has been developed into an outstand- 
ing representative of the Shorthorn 
breed. 

The next herd visited-was that. of 
Harry Magilton: Mr. Magilton 
brought out a large number of ex- 


tra good breeding cows and also an. 


outstanding herd sire. Mr. Magilton 
has always favored the reds and 
dark roans and his. present. bull is a 
dark roan. He also is an outstand- 
ing Shorthorn sire with long lines of 
the best Shorthorn blood in his pedi- 
gree. A son of this bull was the sec- 
ond highest priced bull at the La- 
combe Bull Sale on June 8rd. . 

The next farm visited was that of 
Mr. John Laing at Blackfalds. . Mr. 
Laing is a Scotchman and a lover of 
Scotch Shorthorns. He brought out 
a large herd ef females in wonder- 
fully good condition and also show- 
éd an outstanding red Shorthorn 
bull ‘and a number of his progeny, 
which are being fitted for the next 
Spring’s Calgary Bull Sale. 

The fourth herd visited was that 
of Dr. P. R. Talbot. This is one of 
the oldest Shorthorn herds in Alber- 
ta and his present sire is the 13th 
bul which has been used in the herd. 
Senator Talbot, who established this 
‘herd, was very careful in his selec- 
tion of sires and built his herd on a 
few of the outstanding families of 
the breed. At present the herd in- 
cludes some of the finest individual 
Shorthorn cows in Canada. Most oi 
these cows are of the English Lady 
Family. The present ‘herd sire, 
though not of recently imported 
blood, has in his pedigree several of 
the most noted herd sires ever used 
in Canada. 

Leaving Dr. Talbot’s farm the 
party, which numbered about 125, 
Shorthorn breeders and their wives 
and friends, drove to the Experi- 
mental Station where a picnic lunch 
was provided. After the lunch a few 
very brief addresses were giver by 
Mr. Angus McDonnell, who extend- 
ed an invitation to the Northern Al- 
berta Shorthorn Field Day to be held 
on June 6th. Other speakers were 
Dean Howes, H. A. Craig, Mr. Boake 
and W. L. Carlyle. About half an 
hour was spent in looking over the 
large number of well bred Shires and 
Clydesdales, including 3 good young 
Clydesdale stallions which are now 
at the Station. One pleasing feat- 
ure of the horses was 9 young foals 
Which, together with their dams, 
made a very attractive exhibit. Mr. 
Wilson gave a brief talk on the Hol- 
stein herd at the Station, which in- 
cludes some very fine individuals. 
The two Aberdeen-Angus herd sires 
were brought out for inspection, and 
some of the progeny 

Leaving the Station the party drove 
to the farm of Mr. J. L. Walters, 
south of Olive, Mr. Walters is the 
largest breeder of Shorthorns in Can- 
ada and has at his home farm about 
300 head and another 100 head at 
his ranch. The visitors were agree- 
ably surprised at the large number 
and wonderful quality of the cattle 
brought out for display by Mr. Walt- 
ers and his sons. One very interest- 
ing feature was a group of 25 or 30 
of his best cows, all of them with 
calves at foot. Mr. Walters is fit- 
ting a few of his very best females 
for exhibition at Toronto and Qhica- 
go, and brought out a number of 
yearling and 2-year-old heifers, all 
of them in ideal show condition. 
Perhaps the outstanding feature of 
Mr. Walters’ large herd, was the 
wonderful herd sire. This is a very 
large bull, quite the largest seen 
during the day, and in the opinion of 
the many Shorthorn men present, he 
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ing herd sire, a big, light roan bull 
of outstanding quality. 

The bast Visited was that of Mr. P. 
A. Switzer, one of Alberta’s two first 
Master Farmers. Mr. Switzer main- 
tains a herd of about 100 Shorthorns 
and his herd quite lived up to its rep- 
utation as one of the best in the pro- 
vince. For several years Mr. Swit- 


horn bulls at the Calgary Bull Sale. 
He is now fitting a group of 23 bulls 
which give every promise of bring- 
ing the highest average at next 
next spring’s Bull Sale. The secret 
of Mr. Switzer’s succes was seen in 
his lange herd of breeding cows and 
his good young herd sire. Mr. Swit- 
zer is another breeder who has built 
his herd -by the use of the very best 
sires which he could procure. 

At the close of the visit to ‘these 8 
outstanding herds, Mr. J. W. Durno 
and Mr. W. L. Carlyle both made the 
statement that nowhere else in Can- 
ada could an equal number of pure- 
bred herds of any breed be found in 
as close a radius ‘to one point as these 
herds in the Lacombe district. They 
alao stated that nowhere else in Oan- 
ada could 8 Shorhorn sires of such 
outstanding merit in breeding and in- 
dividuality be found in one district. 
Mr. F. H. Reed, who had acted as 
Chairman of the day’s program, 
made the remark that in addition to 
these 8 outstanding Shorthorn herds 
which had been visied, there were a 
number of other first class ‘herds 
which will be visited at a later date; 
these include the herds of Mr. W. W. 
Sharpe, of Stettler; ani the Dual- 
Purpose Shorthorn herd cf Peter 
Jamieson, of Alix. Mr. Reed also 
stated that in addition to the Short- 
horn herds in the Lacombe district 
there were three of the largest ahd 
finest Aberdeen-Angus herds in Can- 
ada, and three good herds of Here- 
fords and also a number of good 
herds of dairy cattle..

MARKET STILL IN THE 
DOLDRUMS 

There seems to be no end to the 
stock market decline. With prices 
at levels much below the most passi- 
mistic prophecies of a few months 
ago, Wall Street and Montreal stag- 
ed another demonstration of gloom 
and uncertainty yesterday. Many 
stocks are now selling on a_ basis 
which provides as high as ten per 
cent return on the money invested, 
but buyers are few. Apparently 
the are waiting for further declines. 
It is impossible to say with certain- 
ty that the market slump has hit 
the extreme bottom, but it is cer- 
tain it cannot be far off, and buyers 
today are reasonably assurred of ex- 
cellent investment opportunities, un- 
less values disappear altogether. 

There have been other market de- 
clines but none so persistently pro- 
longed and extreme as the presen’ 
one. It is evident that many hold- 
ers of securities have become thor- 
oughly discouraged over the failure 
to discern an upward trend and are 
sacrificing their stocks at anything 
they will bring, in order to get out of 
the market. This course is just as 
mistaken as that of the men who 
bought at the top of the prolonged 
boom which collapsed suddenly late 
in 1929. At that time there was an 
unreasonable belief that such things 
as market slumps had been perma-

By the fall of 1980, of: year af- 
ter the financial crash, this wealth 
figure had been, reduced to 400 bil- 
lions, d 

Today staticians estimate the 
wealth of United States at 365 -bil- 
lions, and every hour of every day 
sees a dropping dropping in the 
prices of stocks and bonds and com- 
modities and farms; every individual 
suffers, no one is immune. 

And if no economic steps are taken 
to make available the technique and 
industry and surplus products of 
North America to under developed 
countries like China, Russia, etc., one 
or two more years will see the eapi- 
tal wealth of firms and farms and 
commodities of United States back 
where they were in 1914. 

Instead of a capital wealth figure 
of 500 billisn, or even toda;’s lower 
figure of 365 billions, the wealth fig- 
ure of the United States will go back 
to the 190 billions of 1914. And while 
these wealth figures drop and every- 
body in United States takes a loss, 
the old line politician, mouthing and 
raving, shows his incapacity to make 
such economic moves in an interna- 
tional way as will right the situation. 

Canadians are interestéd because, if 
international inaction continues, Can- 
ada, too, will suffer proportionately 
with United States. 

The people of the world are learn- 
ing that what raises living standards 
and what finally has to be done is 
the thing that is socially sound and 
fundamentally economic. The Hat- 
fields and the Big Bills have had 
their day; these are the days of 
the Henry Ford and the Edward A. 
Filenes. 

Clever men in public life should be 
looking around for a convenient place 
to drop their old bag of tricks with 
its hokum and _ blatherskite, and 
should be turning ‘their ears and 
minds and voices in things economic. 


HARD TIMES FOR 
; LOWLY TIN CAN 


In commenting on the outlook for 
the canning industry this year, the 
Brookmire Economic Service, Inc., 1m 
its current bulletin points out that 
the 1930 pack of three vegetables 
was 54,725,000 cases and California. 
fruits 20,975,000 cases. This wae 
close to the 1925 record. ‘‘ These hea- 
vy. supplies,’’ says the service, ‘‘co- 
inciding with the business. depres; 
sion and a declining trend of com- 
modity prices have created a bad sit- 
uation in:thé canning industry. Prices 
of: canned fruits and vegetables are 
ruinously low. Burdensome invent- 
ories of canned goods are being car- 
ried into the new season.’’ 

‘*Some of the canning associations 
have already announced that opera- 
tions of members will be sharply cur- 
tailed this year. The Department of 
Agriculture estimates that total acre- 
age planted to the three leading can- 
ning vegetables will decline 12 per 
cent. as compared with last year. 
However, production per acre in 1930 
was not large, owing to the drought. 
A decline of 12 per cent in acreage 


does not necessarily mean a corres- 


ponding decline in output of these 
products. It is unlikely, however, 
that production per acre will increase 
enough to fully offset the decline in 
plantings. /

SAYS IMPERIAL PARLEY | 
Is NOT TO TAKE PLACE 


London—* The he Imporial Economic 
Conference at,Ottawa is dead,’’ de- 
clared the political correspondent of 
the London Daily Mlail, Wednesday. 
‘‘Official announcement may be 
made that it will be held early next 
year, but itis much more likely that 
it wilh neVer be held until the political 
complexion of ’Whitehall alters.’’ 

The correspondent added as: the 
reason for this, the economic faflure 
and political preoccupation of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, the diffi- 
culty of having India speak with. the 
united voices of the other Dominions, 
South Africa’s reluctance to send 
delegates to Ottawa, and the inabil- 
ity of Rt. Hon. J. H. Thomas, Do- 
minion secretary, to persuade Rt. 
Hon. Philip Snowden, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, to agrce to a conces- 
sion with regard to a quota on wheat. 


PARLEY DATE IS 
SUGGESTED BY BROWNLBE 


Edmonton—_Premier J. E. Brown- 
lee on Friday wired Rt. Hon. R. B. 
Bennett, Premier of Canada, sug- 
gesting Wednesday, June 24 as a 
conference. date, for the Dominion, 
three Prairie province premiers and 
representativessof grain marketing 
organizations té ‘discuss the project- 
ed formation of a Canadian wheat 
board. It is likely, judging from 
previous telegrams on the same sub- 
ject that have passed between those 
interested in the last few days, that 
the date will be acceptable -to all. 

Thé three Prairie wheat pools met 
at Regina on Friday for a prelimin- 
ary discussion. 

Speaking of the grain Sitgaition as 
it would affect the formation of a 
board, the prémier c‘ated that such 
action was in line with what he had 
said last year and that a wheat | 
board was the only thing that would 
pull the farmers through this year, 
unless prices improved.

which agricultural resources have 
been depleted, farmers cannot get 
along on that and there will be a 
mad rush to get wheat to the mar- 
ket and get whatever they can by 
immediate sale, in which case, it is 
hard to say what the market will 
do, but it may go to very low levels.’’ 

Continuing, he said that in the in- 
terests of both urban and rural peo- 
ple, ‘‘It is my conviction that the 
formation of a wheat board with the 
credit of Canada placed behind an 
‘initial payment of from 50 to 55 
cents will provide more orderly mar- 
keting on one hand, give greater 
stability to prices on the other and 
also have the effect of putting 
enough money in circulation in West- 
ern Canada to provide a firm found- 
ation for general business. This is 
the viewpoint I am ‘advocating with 
the other provinces and farmers’ or- 
ganizations. 


A TARIFF ON ORANGES 


A good many people are asking 
the reason for Mr. Bennett’s tariff 
on oranges. It has been pointed out 
by a number of newspapers during 
the past few days that imposition of 
duty uuon a fruit that is grown no- 
where in the Dominion cannot help to 
alleviate the unemployment situation. 

The point is that imposition of this 
teriff paves the way for establish- 
ment of a British preference which 
would harm no Dominion industry, 
which might well bring about recip- 
rocal preference for Canadian goods 
in Australia and the British West 
Indies. 

A news report from the coast indi- 
cates that opinion there among the 
wholesale fruit dealers is that the 
Canadian-Australian trade treaty 
now being negotiated will contain a 
preference for Australian oranges. 
It is further suggested that British 
Columbia will benefit by the orange 
tariff since tomato juice and Okan- 
agan apples may gain in popularity. 

A similar situation exists in Jam- 
aica. Jamaican oranges and grape- 
fruit are now sold extensively in Ca- 
nada ard are packed with box and 
shooks imported from British Col- 
umbia. An Empire preference is 
now possible, by virtue of the fact 


that a tariff has been imposed, and 
such a preference would eliminate 
California competition and would 
leave the field clear for Jamaican 
and Australian fruit. 

The trouble with Empire preferen- 
ces is that they can rarely be affect- 
ed without harming domestic indus- 


try, especially sines Canada has be- 


‘lf we are left to the rand 


come semi-industrialized. In the Case 
of oranges, however, the way is clear 
to help the Empire orange trade and 
the British Coiumbia wood industry 
without injuring Canadian producers. 


U.S. STEEL CORPORATION 
FOR CANADA 


New York—United States Steel's 
Canadian properties at Ojibway, 
Ont., will be supplemented by an ad- 
ditional steel-making unit, which, as 
in the case of the older works, will 
draw its ore supplies from the cor- 
poration’s mines in the Lake Super- 
ior region, It is believed the expan- 
sion will entail addition of a number 
of products, Canadian Bridge Com- 
pany, Limited, another United States 
subsidiary in Canada, has a plant at 
Walkerville, Ontario, 

Unofficial reports in steel circles 
Wednesday were that other large 
steel companies in the United States 
are contemplating the establishment 
of manufacturing plants in Canada in 
order to retain their markets there. 
{n 1930 sales of iron and steel pro- 
ducts by the United States to Can- 
ada totaled approximately $195,000,- 
000, according to the Canadian trade 
commission. Total United States 
exports to the Dominion last year 
was $663,690,776. 

HBLPS FRUIT GROWERS 
Fruit growers of British Columbia 
are likely to benefit under the new 
budget. . ; 

Increases ih the intermediate and 
general tariff are provided for can- 
ned fruits and vegetables, raisins and 
oranges. Not only will such increas- 
es tend to stimulate the canning in- 
dustry in the province, but the in- 
creased duty on raisins and the new 
duty on oranges is regarded as a 
significant gesture in the future 
trade relations between this Dominion 
and Australia. 


POFFENROPH GETS TEN YEARS 

Edmonton, Alta, June 5—Ten 
years in Prince Albert penitentiary 
was the sentence imposed on Henry 
Poffenroth, Edmonton gunman, when 
he was found guilty of cn a charge 
of ‘‘shooting with intent to disable’’ 
Detective Sergeant Bert Petheram, 
by Mr. Justice Boyle in the Supreme 
Criminal Court Thursday afternoon. 

The charge arose out of a shooting 
affray in a restaurant here on. May 
5 when the police sergeant attempt- 
ed to. place the gunman under arrest. 
A three-day man-hunt followed. 

On each of the five charges of ut- 
tering forged documents Poffenroth 
was also sentenced to ten years and 
to two years on being in possession 


of a stolen weapon. The _ sentences 
will run concurrently. 
In imposing sentence the judge 


stated that he would have ordered 
the lash had the law permitted. 

Poffenroth previously had, spent a 
total of five years at the Prince Al- 
bert: penitentiary and six months ‘ut 
Lethbridge jail. 


THINKS WHEAT PRICES 
WILL BE IMPROVED 


Ottawa, June 5—By failing to lift 
its hand to counteract an impression 
which grew up abroad two years ago 
‘*that Canada was out to corner the 
world wheat market and dictate pri- 
ces to Euiope,’’ the former govern- 
ment had allower oversens wheat 
buyers to feel that they were unfair- 
ly treated by the Dominion. The 
result was that the European buyers 
had turned to the wheat from other 
countries. . 

This charge was made by Hon. H. 
H. Stevens, Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, in the House of Commons 
on Thursday night. The present gov- 
ernment had been confronted with 
this grievance against the Dominion, 
and had promptly attempted to re- 
move the feeling against Canada,

THE CONTROL OF MOTOR 
TRAFFIC 


Premier Henry of Ontario in a re- 
cent address declared that if auto- 
mobile traffic fatalities continue at 
the present rate in his province steps 
will. be taken to order that all cars 
using Ontario roads must be geared | 
down to the regulation speed, He at- 
tributes most of the highway slaugh- 
ter to the violation of speed laws. In 
his opinion ninety per cenit. of auto 
accidents are due to speeding and 
cutting in. Last year over five hun- 
dred deaths were caused by automo- 
bile traffic in Ontario, alone, and an 
equally bad record is anticipated this 
season. 

In proposing to plan to gear down 
automobiles so that they cannot trav- 
el faster than the regulation rate, 
the Ontario premier is running coun- 
ter to opinion in England and in some 
states across the border which are 
abolishing speed limitation. He seems 
to be confusing fast driving with 
reckless driving, and there is a world 
of difference. Under certain circum- 
stances a speed of sixty miles an 
hour may be quite safe, and in facb 
the slow driver is a menace where 
traffic is dense and the go-ahead sig- 
nal is set. He merely adds to the 
congestion and confusion, and creates 
difficulty for the alert and compet- 
ent driver. 

The paramount necessity in the 
enforcement of traffic regulations 
today is severe punishment for reck- 
less or incompetent driving. The 
cut-in motorist and all other drivers 
who imperil lives on the streets and 
highways should be severely dealt 
with. 
lengthy period has been found most 
salutary, and a term in prison in ev- 
ery case where criminal carelessness 
is proven would put a stop to much 
of the evil complained of by Premier 
Henry. It would seem that he is ap- 
proaching the problem from the 
wrong angle. 


REWARDS AND POSTMASTERS 


According to a reply given in the 
House of Commons last week by the 
Postmaster-General, a total of 1160 
postmasters were dismissed in tthe 
eight and a half years between Jan- 
vary 1, 1922, and August 4, 1930. Of 
these, Mr. Sauve stated, 394 were in 
Quebec, 267 in Nova Scotia, 163 in 
New Brunswick, 124 in Ontario, 72 
in Saskatchewan, 58 in Alberta, 49 
in Manitoba, 22 in British Columbia 
and 11 in Prince Edward Island. 

The period réferred to was one of 
Liberal administration and the ques- 
tioner was Mr. Samuel Gobeil, Con- 
servative member for Compton. It 
is evident that the question had some- 
thing to do with political patronage. 

Unfortunately, as is the case with 
so many questions asked at Ottawa, 
only half the story was told. Other 
questions—difificult to answer ex- 
cept by questioning in the House of 
Commons--occur to the «verage man 
who reads this bald statement of 
fact in the newspaper. How many 
postmasters were dismissed in the 
Conservative regime prior to 19227 
How many have been dismissed since 
the last general election? Of the 
1160 mentioned how many were dis- 
missed for evident inefficiency ? 

Periodically allegations of political 


patronage--especially in the post 
office department — are made 
in the House of Commons. There is 


a short flurry. Bitter words are ex- 
changed. Opposing members be- 
come very indignant, and then the 
entire question is heard of no more. 
The people are precisely whgre they 
were before, except that they are a 
little more convinced of the exist- 
ence of an extensive syslem of polit- 
ical patronage in Canada. 

How extensive it is, one cannot 
tell, but that it does exist can hardly 
be doubted, for occasional cases arise 
to set doubts at rest. Perhaps nei- 
ther party is to blame. It is diffi- 
cult to judge the justification or not 
of dismissal of employes who were 
placed in office mainly because of 
their political affiliation with a pre- 
vious administration. That is the in- 
sidious thing about this type of brib- 
ery. 

It is, nevertheless, a plot upon the 
Canadian parliamentary system. Per- 
haps some day a party will emerge 
which is sufficiently strong to take 
action against this minor form 
political corruption.

A total of 1,160 post- 
masters were dismissed in the eight 
and a half years from January 1, 
1922, to August 4, 1930, according to 
a reply on Thursday by Hon. Arthur 
Sauve, postmaster-gcneral. The ques- 
tion was asked by Samuel Gobell, 
(Cons., Compton). 

The year 1927 saw the ‘‘axe’’ fall 
more heavily than in any other year 
when 378 posbmasters were dismis- 
sed. By provinces the record shows 
Quebec with the largest number— 
394. 

Other provinces in order are: 

Nova Scotia, 267; New Brunswick, 
163; Ontario, 124; Saskatchewan, 72;

Washington, D.C.—Officials of the 
F:deral Farm Board and the depart- 
ment of agiculture were silent as the 
grave Wednesday when asked con- 
cerning the announcement in the Can- 
adian budget about absorbing by the 
government of five cents a bushel on 
the cost of transporting export 
wheat.
